Next Thursday MoOUI students will 
have an opportunity to hear a most 
Interesting address on the mining 
operations at: Rio; TTlnto, Spain, by a 
tonner professor of mining and me 
tallurgy, Mr. W. A. Oirlyle. 

Mr. Carlyle is a graduate of Min 
lag '27, and since then has been con 
nected with many mining operations 
In various parts of the world, 
short time after graduating he be- 
came manager of the Le Roi Mine at 
RoBsland, later returning to McGill 
as head of the* Department of Mining. 
Mr.. Carlyle resigned from this posi- 
tion to become manager of the Rio 
Tinto mines. where another distin- 
guished McGill man, Mr, Palmer, was 
chief engineer. • 

On returning to Canndx Mr. Car- 
lyle became vice-president of the 
British American Nlckle Company 
and managing director of their mine 
and smelter at Nickleton, Ont, .and 
the refining at Deschenes. 

An address on the old Rio Tlnto 
mines will be interesting not only 
from an engineering but also from a 
historical" point of view. * The de- 
posits are probably the largest In the 
world and occur in the historic pro- 
vince of Huelva, Spain. They have 
been worked by the Phoenicians and 
Romans while the Carthaginians took 
some copper from them during their 
brief stay.

However, ordera have been given in 
the "Dally" office that a start must 
be made to enforce these laws, and as 
a result; the bare legs of the table 
have been dressed. Leg of Veal in 
the Union Cafeteria has also been 
touched up, and now only dressed 
veal can be purchased. Interesting 
results are expected from thla policy. 

It Is rumored that the Dentists are 
going out of business, as there |s no 
use making" acts of false teeth for 
people who will not smile.

"The 'movement is well financed,,'' 
declares the Rev. Harry L. Bowlby, 
national secretary of the Lord's Day 
Alliance. 

" 'Our lobby at.Washlngton will be 
an effective and experienced one. We 
shall work in every Congress dlstrlct 
in every State. We s^eii agitata aijtf 
spread propaganda and cause .,vot|jr,§ 
to write unceasingly ,t,o,,ttyejr repré- 
sentatives in Congress unt,U,po, h Con r 
gressin an who cares to stay in Con- 
gress will dare refuse to vote for cjur 
measures. These wf^o^b^jme^iqds 
usd by the Anti-Saloon League, and 
they wero effeotrys:-. . . Wo propose, 
by legislation, to . make ,lt mler.'foV 
people to go to church. In Other 
words, we shall try to close the base- 
ball parks, the golf links, the motion 
picture and other theatres, tho con- 
cert halls, the amusement parks, thé' 
bathing beaches, and so on. We shall 
fight all amusements, where,, an ad- 
mission foe is charged.. . We shall op- 
pose golf, tennis, basebali/;faotbail.' 
and other sports, even If purely ama- 
teur and void of financial cost to 
those watching or taking part, be- 
cause they set a bad example for chil- 
dren who otherwise might be content 
to go to Sunday school. 

" 'We shall seek to restrict the sale 
of gasoline for pleasure automobiles 
and urge other measures .that will, 
stop Sunday automobiling '] and' ^ ; joy 
riding. This will not briht? thfold-. 
fashioned horse and buggy back; be- 
cause we believe that the Lord's Day 
should be a day of rest for man and 
beast. Excursion steamer rides on 
Sunday will be opposed by us on the 
ground that they are unnecessary to 
the moral welfare of Christian 
America.' , ^ , ' 

"The average American will un- 
doubtedly be highly amused at this, 
but, then,, the average American is 
apparently , a . rather rare creature in 
these , blessed days of religion and 
morality by, Btatute, for seventeen de- 
nominations inavo pledged themselves 
to work for the legislation. 

" 'Really, we have seventeen (de- 
clared Mr. Bowlby), for while the 
Lutheran Synod did not indorse .this 
movement officially the Lutherans 
are with us. Only the Roman, Catho- 
lics, the Unitarians, the Seventh Day 
Adventists and the Jews are outside 
this movement. And, to be perfectly 
frank with you, they will have to con- 
form to the laws if we succeed. The 
Jewa will have to observe our Sab- 
bath. As a matter of fact, he might 
just as well, because Saturday is not, 
after ail, his Sabbath. He is wrong 
by the revised calendar. Therefore, 
It will work no hardship for him to 
attend his synagogue on the same, day 
we attend our churches. ., .. .. . 

A '. . . I sea no reason why the pub- 
lic libraries or the art galleries 
should remain open on Sunday. We 
shall seek to eliminate the huge Sun- 
day newspapers and establish a cen- 
sorship over the stuff that gets into 
them on other days. I might add 
that a sensible censorship should be 
placed over such galleries as the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art as well. 
I shall never forget the shame that 
overcame me the first time I went 
through that place. Certainly I should 
put breeches and, skirts on some of the 
nude statuary there and restrict ad- 
mission to mature adults.' "

1 In replying to. the toast, Mr. Far- 
thing stated that this was the first 
duty which he had been called upon 
to perform since accepting the posi- 
tQa..o«f, captain of the team. Since he 
.was graduating he felt that he could 
apeak as an. outsider,, and mentioned 
Uja$,Jhè / .s.plrlt. shown. by, this year's 
.team .surpassed any he. had ever seen 
before, . He concluded by thanking 
the student body through the Presi- 
dent of the Council for their gener- 
osity In giving such a splendid dinner 
in their honor. 

M£ J. C King then proposed a 
toast to the Coach. . He reviewed 
Coach Van Wagner's achievements 
both as an athlete and a student. He 
had been, head . . of . many athletic 
societies as well as having shown his 
ability as a teacher. 

Van, in replying, said that he had 
been overpraised, and stated that ma- 
terial was the first essential in mak- 
ing a track team. Ho said that he 
had had a great deal of experience In 
dealing with track 'toams, and .that 
the spirit and co-ordination shown by 
thé present team came up to any 
standards which' he-had witnessed in 
intercollegiate athletics.

Mr. W. R. Kennedy proposed the 
toast to "Old McGill," and called at- 
tention to the rumors of lack of 
academic standing among college 
athletes. Happily, these have been 
proved -by recent statistics to be 
merely rumors.

Dr. Lamb, whose work in 
the Physical Department -has bo 
greatly contributed to our high 
standing In athletics this year, stated

. Mr. R, L. Hamilton, the president 
of the club, then spoke on the year's 
activities, which have certainly sur- 
passed all previous records, and ex- 
pressed his appreciation of thu 
splendid backing accorded the team 
by the student body and by the Uni- 
versity authorities. He also thanked 
the Track*exccutlve, J-.- L. O'Brien. A. 
S. Da-vies-for help- and co-ordination. 
He emphasized the necessity of an all 



round training of the body for any 
man who participated In sport. It is 
not only necessary that a runner or 
jumper have well developed legs, but 
ho must havo an all round develop- 
ment. ^ 

He pointed out the great advantage 
Varsity held in having an indoor 
track and well equipped gymnasium. 
They wero able to train men In style 
and physlqiro during the winter 
months, and at the same time main- 
tain their interest and enthusiasm 
lu track activities. McGilt's chances 
for tho future lay In preparing and 
developing themselves to their best 
advantage during the coming months,. 
Some arrangements were being com- 
pleted whereby the men would be 
given this npcessary training, and it Is 
hoped they will take advantage of it. 

Dr. Sullivan was then called upon 
for a few words, and proved himself 
quite up to his usual illustrious 
standard in combining entertainment 
with instruction. 

Dr. McMillan also spoke briefly and

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! Proselyting of Athetlesj 





One of tho greatest evils which 
American college and school athletics 
have been, and still are, forced to 
contend with ia that of proselyting 
athletes, and it Is satiafrlng to know 
that tbe National Collegiate Athletic 
Association, which ban for its mem- 
bership a great majority o/ th« larger 
colleges and universities of the United 
SUtea, has done much toward curbing 
this evil, and Is still using every 
available resource to éliminât* It 
college* which make up the or- 
satlon are not absolutely bound 
abid* by the recommendation* 
o by the association; but they 
y urged so to do, and it Is 
ng to be able to state that in 
practically every instance they have* 
done so. 

There are two ways ih which ath- 
letes may be proselyted by a Bcbool or 
college. One Is by the school or col- 
lege openly doing it, and the other is 
wanted. A atop can easily bo put to 
wanted. A stop can eosily be put to 
tbe first method; but to prevent con- 
tinuance of the second is a far more 
difficult proposition, and one which 
seems open to only one kind of hand- 
ling, with any degree of success. It 
la fleaaant to be able to record the 
fact that the colleges which to-day 
e openly soliciting attvlote* of repu- 
tation are so few that they need not 
be seriously considered; but the 
second method of proselyting is evi- 
dently carried on quite extensively. 
It should not be thought, however, 
that the alumni wno are persuading 
the star athlete to go to their alma 
mater either as a freshman directly 
from school or as "transfers" from 
another college to theirs, are doing so 
from any wrong motive, for such Is 
not the case. They are doing this ur- 
ea use they wish to see their college 
succeed in competition with its most 
cherished rivals, and they do not stop 
to consider the fact that in thus act- 
ing they are not only working an in- 
justice on their rivals who may not 
be following tills practice, but are 
also injuring tho college from which 
the star athlete is taken. By this 
method they are assembling a team 
Instead of developing one from the 
students who have gone to their alma 
mater for the purpose for which the 
college was instituted, namely, edu- 
cation. 

The only way in which proselyting 
due to the transfer from one college 
o another can be stopped Is by mak- 
ing a bard and fast rule that no ath- 
lete who has played on the varsity 
team of one college shall ever be 
eligible to play on the varsity team of 
another. There is already a rule 
which necessitates tbe lapse of a year 
before an athlete can represent one 
college after .having been at another, 
but this has not worked successfully. 
If this debarring were made perman- 
ent, it would undoubtedly result In 
the abandonment of such a. form of 
proselyting. 

ft Is to the school, however, that 
college and school athletics must 
mainly- look for a higher standard. 
Proselyting baa for several years been 
carried on by a number of prepara- 
tory schools, to some extent openly, 
but most through over-enthusiastic 
alumni. In the case of the schools It 
is almost always accomplished by se- 
curing some athlete who has made a 
name' for v himself while in high 
school. The athlete Is approached by 
an alumnus of a school, and generally 
accepts "the offer." It Is not uncom- 
mon to find the football, baseball and 
track teams of largo preparatory 
schools made up almost entirely of 
students who have distinguished 
themselves in athletics In high 
schools all over tbe United States. 
Haying once been assembled in a 
preparatory school and developed into 
a strong team, it is an easy matter for 
tbe alumni of tbe large colleges u> 
gather a number of such "stars," 
whereas, had these students never 
been gathered together at tbe pre- 
para tory school, but been left to en- 
\ ter college from their original high 
schools, they would have chosen their 
college for themselves. In order to 
stop this migration of school athlete), 
It is necessary, as already Indicated, 
only to pass a rule which will pro- 
hibit an athlete who has been a mem- 
£ ber of a high school varsity team 
- ■ from ever playing In the varsity team 
of another school. This, It seems 
clear, Is the only means by which 
proselyting can be overcome, and It 
should be adopted at once, If school 
md college athletics are to have the 
unateur standing which they must 
Htain if they are to yield the benefits 
: possible to be reaped from them. — 
Christian Science Monitor.

It was at a seaside resort and along 
the board-walk came marching a 
band of Highland bagpipers in full 
costume. They were tremendous 
fellows. . . , , 

This particular band of six-foot 
Roderick Dhus came swinging along 
with the precision of à machine, 
twelve elbows and twelve legs moving 
as one. Six grave faces set reso- 
lutely to the front, china held high, 
fingers flying, bonnets and plaid 
flashing, plumes' waving. With the 
same Jaunty gravity they would have 
•led a wedding procession or a forlorn 
hope, and not missed a whistle or n 
squeak. I felt extremely small as 
they went by, but was all eyes. For 
behind them strode the most prodigi- 
ous figure I had ever seen. 

He was seven feet, tall If he was an 
Inch, and resting on his wish-bone 
wbb the biggest bass-drum seen on 
earth since Tubal smote the chorded 
shell. Yet this astonishing man not 
only carried It with ease, but smote it 
with a. vivacity and vigor which even 
Tympano could not outdo. And, what 
■% more, ho buffeted It on both sldest 
for he wielded a drumstick in each 
hand, and not only displayed all Tym- 
pano's precision, but managed to exe- 
cute the most marvelous evolutions 
between whacks, brandishing his 
stlcka alternately behind his head, 
hitting the left side of the drum with 
his right-hand stick, and vice versa, 
throwing the sticks into the air and 
catching them again in the nick of 
time ; and all this with a high devo- 
tion and a heroic Joy that made me 
catch my breath and grit my teeth 
to keep from shouting aloud in 
ecstacy. Never have I seen a man 
bo extremely busy who made so light 
of business. 

The walling chorus with its thun- 
derous accompaniment swept on and 
away. The musicians were employed 
only by a travelling show ; they had 
sunk low from a high estate ; yet for 
one hoy they were a bit of old-world 
pageantry, ^n episode In high ro- 
mance which Illuminated the pages of 
Scottish history for many a day. 

My Scotchman could have tucked 
Tympano (the orchestral kettle- 
drummer) in the nook of his plaid, 
yet I cannot help feeling that they 
were of the same stuff at heart. Just 
what makes a man take to playing a 
drum— snare, kettle or bass — In pre- 
ference to more dulcet Instruments, It 
would be hard to say. It is the music 
of unadulterated rhythm, and tho 
mysteries of our love of rhythm have 
occupied more than one keen mind. 
However, one does not hr.ve to 
possess the ear of a Disraeli- who Is 
said to have prelerrcd the Sultans 
aciccade of thvci) hundred drums to 
..'« nny . Llnd's slmtln.;— to feel that 
there Is something to be said for the 
percussives.— Atlantic Essays.

In a very masterly way, and besides 
presenting a plot and story which is 
unique, introduces a rich vein of 
comedy throughout, which serves well 
to relieve the tension of certain mo- 
ments In the play. Take for Instance 
the pitiful scene where the young 
architect begins to become impatient 
and Intolerant with his wife, owing to 
his affections tending to be alienated 
by "the other woman." (Oh, so 
that's the kind of play it is, you will 
say. But this Is not. in the ordinary 
run.) To continue, at this point, the 
old woman servant and the wife exit 
via the fire-escape to quell a disturb- 
ance in the flat below. The old wo- 
man comes back with a black-eye, Just 
as a distinguished guest comes, to 
lunch in the humble tenement. The 
resulting embarrassment and confu- 
sion afforded a good deal of enjoy- 
ment to last night's audience. How- 
ever, to. pass on to the story. 

The central figure is that of a wo- 
man, cold, conceited, and with a 
fiendish ingenuity for breaking souls. 
In tho words of the play, "She feeds 
on the souls of others; that is how 
she keeps young." For vividness' 
sake, this character had been slightly 
exaggerated, but with good effect, for 
It Ib very Impressive. Into the Uvea 
of two people comes this woman with 
her diabolical cleverness and lacking 
all the attributes usually associated 
with the name of woman. She en- 
counters a young architect, struggling 
to make his- mark, and under the 
guise of .patronage, proceeds to sever 
hie love from his wife, young, pretty 
and loving her husband with patience 
and devotion of which she Is capable. 
He apparently "falls for" this para- 
site and goes ou a round of social 
engagements far above his means, 
while his wife Is left alone to keep to- 
gether their little home in the tene- 
ments. Her eyes are gradually opened

to the affair, and she finally is com- 
pelled to doubt the fidelity of her hus- 
band. Another character which de- 
velops the final climax Is that of a 
young womap, Whom the huabandof 
the "soul breaker" has befriended, 
and whom the latter attempts to 
malign. This vampire's downfall, for 
the lover of the young woman forces 
the husband to make her retract all 
her slanderous statements. The 
scene where she has to do this 'Is a 
very good one, and the fashion in 
which the woman, defeated and her 
plans awry, nevertheless carries it all 
off with bravado, is at tho rame time 
tragic and pitiful. 

There is a -good deal of comedy 
which is very, good and saves the play 
from being to melodramatic at times. 
As said before, the. trials of tenement 
life are, . presented in a delightful 
manner. 

The character of the vampire is 
presented by Frances Brandt in a 
truly pollshod manner, and displayed 
entire concentration by the actress 
on a sharply-defined portrayal. Har- 
vey Hayes, as her husband, gives a 
powerful characterization of a man 
who although the possessor of a 
strong will is helpless against the 
actions of his wife. * The parts of the 
slandered young woman and her lover 
are well done, and Margaret Knight 
is her usual appealing self as the wife 
of the young architect.

AUSTRALIAN ENTERPRISE. f 

While organised farmers in Canada 
persist in advocating radical tariff 
action which would Jeopardise indus- 
trial stability, Australia is deter- 
mined to develop tw industries within 
ita .own borders. "It is now a definite 
policy for all time in Australia that 
new. Industries able' to supply con- 
.eiderable quantities of the country's 
requirement* should be sufficiently 
protected," Mr. A. H. Ashbolt, the 
Agent-General for Tasmania, told the 
Colonial Section of the Royal Society 
of Arte at a recent meeting, in Lon- 
don. At present there Is a general 
tariff of 10 per cent, on sowing ma- 
chines imported, into, the' Common- 
wealth, though British machines are 
duty free. On and' after January 1, 
1922, British machines will be sub- 
jected to a fixed duty of £ t 10s. per 
machine, and the rate on those of 
foreign manufacture wiill be £3 10a. 
The Australian Governmont is now 
endeavoring to interest Bowing ma- 
chine manufacturers to establish this 
Industry in Tasmania. The Common- 
wealth is also determined to manu- 
facture all its own confectJidnery. and 
three ^well-known British firms have 
already established a factory near 
Hobart In regard to general machine 
tools, Mr. Ashbolt urged leading 
British firms to pool their interests 
and to establish a large modern plant 
in Australia or Tasmania. He fur- 
ther stated that the Federal Govern- 
ment was also considering proposals 
that in each of the Australian states 
the wool growers should Join with thë 
capitaliste in finding the necessary 
money ( £14,000,000) for the manu- 
facture of woollen good*; the/Federal 
Government asaisttng frtnandally. He 
had noticed articles 'emanating from 
Bradford condemning the Australian 
proposals, but Bradford must recog- 
nize that Australia was determined 
to Increase manufacturing in her own 
country, and if the British manufac- 
turers did not come together and 
erect Joint factories in^the different 
centres, then the Australians or some 
other nationality would do «o, and In 
the latter case the business; would be 
lost to British interests.
